The procession stopped frequently, 


eventually filing into the main streets 
of the city, passing Central park and 
arriving at the palace at half past two. 
'The Prado and other avenues were 
lined Vrith, patriotic clubs, taking -up 
vstioes positions of vantage and then, 
joining the procession as it passed on 
from the palace, from a .balcony of 
Tvhich it was reviewed by Gen. Gomez.

No Other Organization on Earth Like That of 


the Brave Texas Ranger. 


The discussion in the house of repre- 


sentatives ai Washington the other 
iay, when a feature of the army bill 
a'as- under consideration concerning 
•he effectiveness of the wonderful cav- 
alry police of the southern plains—the 
Texas Rangers—has drawn general at- 
tention to this picturesque and thrill- 
ing!}- interesting body of men who 
have no counterparts in the 
world. 


Colonel Roosevelt, from a knowledge 
of his subject, said at the beginning 
of the recent war with Spain that 
"Cncle Sam or any other power could 
not get together a more formidable 
cavalry than the suu-browned, raw- 
boned, danger-tried rangers of the 
Texas frontier," Congressman Payne 
of New York remarked the other day in 
the house that the Americans know 
too little of tbe every-day heroes 


life and property of the settlers and 
losely ranchmen of the territory that 
when Texas became a state, 1,200 of 
the rangers were retained as mount- 
ed police along the Mexican border and 
for holding in check the almost in- 
tractable Indian tribes of the south- 
west. 
Until the civil war broke out 


the Texas Rangers were kept constant- 
ly in the field. At times there were 
reserve rangers to the number of 3,000 
among the frontiersmen, who were 
called out many times to aid in quel- 
ling an Indian outbreak, and to drive 
out or slay a band of Mexican maraud- 
ers. After the war the rangers were 
gradually reduced from 1,000 to 300 
men, and for some ten years there has 
been no legally constituted force of 
rangers. The men who ^occupy to 
some degree the places of the old-time 


trackless foothills, and fought under 
ail imaginable hazardous circumstanc- 
es. 
In one week twenty-two rangers 


were killed by the intrenched 
half- 


breed bandits to tbe number of 300. 
Altogether the campaigning against 
Comanches. Apaches and marauders 
lasted ten months, and there was not a 
rest day—no time when the rangers 
felt secure from danger—in all those 
months. In that campaign of 
1817, 


fourteen out of every hundred rangers 
were killed. Seventeen per cent more 
were wounded by poisoned arrows and 
bullets so that they became invalids 
for life. No danger was too severe, no 
duty too risky for the Teaans. Little 
squads of rangers had no thought of 
the fearful cnances they were taking 
in going for miles into a hostile Indian 
region where hundreds of braves might 
be concealed for massacre at any mo- 
ment. "I have heard from the lips of 
reliable rangers," said General Miles 
last year, when the rangers were en- 
listing in the Rough Riders' troop for 
Cuba, "'tales of daring by the Texas 
Rangers that are incomparable. It is 
indeed too 'bad that the world knows 
so little about those marvelous men.

The Texas Rangers as an organiza- 


tion dates rrom the spring of 1836. 
The hardy Texans were at war with 
Mexico for the freedom of the republic 
of Tesas from Mexican rule. When 
the Alamo had fallen and the frightful 
massacre there had occurred. General 
Sara 
Houston organized' among the 


settlers in the territory a troop o; 
1,600 mounted 
riflemen. They were 


the original Texas Rangers. They did 
wonders in the face of the army under 
General Santa Ana in the battle of 
5an Jacinto. Wh«n the republic of 
Texas was organized 
in December, 


837, :he rangers were retained as a 
Kort of standing army for the frontier 
of the unique reptiblin. During 
the 


seven years before Texas was admitted 
as a state in the Union, the rangers 
repeiipn a horde of murderous Mexican 
issrsfmers 
rrom 
beyond the Hio 


Grande, fought, into submission the 
fierce ApacJies, Comanchea and Klowas 
dozens of times, and administered jn«- 
t.iec on a wholesale plan to a great 
number of the red-handed outlaws and 
ruffians who flocked Into the new re- 
public from ail pan* of the United 
States. 


The Texas Range™ bcoame so much 


of an institution for tli« protection of 


rangers are officially designated the 
Frontier Battalion. Up to 1879 the 
baUauon was composed of six com- 
panies. Companies A and C were dis- 
banded about five years ago. There 
were then forty men in a company, 
officered by a captain, a lieutenant, a 
sergeant and a corpora). The present 
organization provides for only captains 
and sergeants, and the force was cut 
down in 
1S>9(> from fourteen men in 


each company to seven, "a mere hand- 
ful," says an old ranger, "but they 
are all aces." 


It is only by piecemeal that one can 


get an idea nowadays of the dangers 
the Texas Rangers have faced as easily 
as daily duty. In the summer of 1847 
the rangers followed the Comanches, 
numbering over 3,000, ceaselessly for 
two months. Seven times there were 
engagements of several hours' length. 
Then when the Comanches had been 
temporarily subdued, the even more 
hostile Apaches on the west had to be 
attended to for three months more, but 
in this the United States troops were 
the leaders. In October a half-dozen 
bands of Mexican bandits, who had 
burned, murdered and marauded along 
the Rio Grande while the rangers were 
engaged with the Indians 300 miles 
ajway, had to be searched out amid 
vast stretches of arid 
wastes 
and 


There have been hosts of men among 
the Texas Rangers who were just as 
nervy as Davy Crockett, Travis or 
Bowie were at the Alamo." 


Statistics are kept in the office of the 


adjutant-genera] of Texas regarding 
the rangers, and they give something 
of an idea of the constant dangers ami 
the almost constant campaigning that 
these hardy men 
have 
experienced 


along the Texau frontier. In 1852 60C 
rangers were engaged in a fight with 
over 2,000 Cherokees. The latter were 
intrenched near where Denison. Tex., 
now flourishes. Scouts reported the 
size of the Indian body to the rangers, 
and said that if a certain hill seven 
miles off to the left, could be gained in 
the face of the terrible odds against 
such a movement the rangers would 
maater the situation. 
The desperate 


change was accepted. With a whoop ol 
rfpfian^ 'o the Iiu'.:sr.? the Texans 
rode forward. 
Exactly 137 men fell 


dead in the charge. Rut the hill was 
taken and held until the United States

BERNHARDT ON SARDOU. 


She Di*crib*» His Method* a! Condnct-

Mme. Sarah Bc-rnhardt has begun 


the rehearsals of ''La Tosca," the play 
She is to revive at the Theater des 
Nations at an early date, says the 
London Post. In an interesting letter, 
from which I send you some extracts, 
the great actress describes M, Sardou's 
mode of conducting rehearsals: "What 
has always specially struck me," says 
Mme. Berrihardt, "is the very personal 
character of M. Sardou's methods. He 
gives his attention in the first piace to 
tbe minor roles. 
As the work ad- 


vances he -proceeds on larger, more 
general lines, until it seems as if tfie 
stage is too stnaH and one pines for 
more space in which to allow the ac- 
tion of the piece to develop, unham- 
pered by material limitations. It is 
said that M. Sardou is very masterful 
when conducting rehearsals. I have 
found him. on the contrary, most con- 
ciliatory, and ever ready to adopt the 
suggestions of others when they de- 
serve to be taken into consideration. 
He regards even the stage carpenters, 
the scene-shifters and the firemen as 
part of the public and is careful to 
note and to take hints from their im- 
pressions. In this respect he adheres 
to the practice of Alexandre Dumas. 
Like Dumas, too, he is not oversensi- 
tive as to the fate of his~prose, and 
never hesitates to cut Iris text when 
necessary. Nothing escapes his notice. 
He pays attention to even the pettiest 
details. He tries the chairs, sees that 
the doors open and shut readily, choos- 
es the dress materials and the uphol- 
stery, studies the perspective from the 
auditorium and mounts to'the upper 
galleries so- as to assure himself that 
the public in the cheap seats can see 
and hear everything. He lives all the 
roles, and at every rehearsal acts tbe 
entire play right through three or flour 
times over. He is very sensitive to 
cold and always makes bis appearance 
muffled up in furs am! a comforter. He 
hands his coat to an attendant, com- 
plains at once of the draughts, puts 
his coat on again and again dispenses 
with it. 
About 3 o'clock he takes 


some slight refreshment, usually 
a 


glass of port and cakes, which he 
shares with the actors and actresses 
While thus engaged he invariably re- 
lates a string of anecdotes, of which 
he has a most inexhaustible fund 
bearing, for tne most part, of course! 
on the theater, but very often, too' 
on spiritualism, a subject in which he 
Is deeply interested,"

Part of the economic development in 


the utilization of by-products is the 
manufacture at Fittsburg of consent 
from tie wasie of soda-ash 
works. 


This is the second new source of ce- 
ment recently developed, the other be- 
ing furnace slag 
experiments "with 


which were first made in a western 
city. 
Several concerns in Pittsburg 


are b«iag equipped to convert slag into 
cement, and the industry may be an 
important one for that region, which 
produces annually abou^ja million tons 
of slag. This was a great waste of 
wealth in original processes, and its 
reclamation may prove an example in 
the utilization of many other wastes. 
As the Pittsburg Dispatch points out: 
"When slag is utilized, as asbestos has 
been, it will be reasonable to expect 
efforts to tnrn the furnace gases to 
practical account, as in Scotland: the 
coke gases into fuel and the coking 
ammonia into nitrogen for agricul- 
tural uses. Cheaper nitrogen—for the 
lands that will not grow legumious 
plants—is one ot the crying needs of 
agriculture, and the ammonia 
from 


coke-making promises a supply nntil 
the means are devised for extracting 
it from the air in quantity. There is 
probably only one .crude product of 
this section that is manipulated to 
yield all that it is/capable of—namely, 
erode petroleum. 
Aside frcm illumi- 


nating and lubricating oil. it is made 
to.yield about 150 by-products*-, some 
of them rather more valuable than the 
main production—altogether 
repre- 


senting the difference between hand- 
some profits and what would be actual 
loss if nothing but illuminant or lub- 
ricant was saved."

the day. (6) If debilitated with weak 
digestion, take rest in the recumbent 
position a quarter of an hour before

X.onee*t Your on Record. 


The longest year on record "was the 


year B. C. 46, which, by order oi Julius 
Caesar, the then reigning Roman em- 
peror, contained 445 days. To clear 
away all the confusion which had pre^ 
viously existed in reconciling the lunar 
with the solar year, Caesar, with the 
help of Sosigenes, an Alexandrian 
astronomer, undertook a thorough re 
form of the calendar. He effected it 
by making the year, now called 46 B. 
C.. '""the year of confusion," consist ot 
445 days, and the succeeding years ot 
365 days, with the exception of every 
fourth year, which was to consist of 
366. This method is called the Julian 
calendar. The number o£ days in ths 
months from January to December be- 
fore Caesar's time haci been respective- 
ly 29, 2S, 31, 29, 31, 29, 31, 29, 29. 31. 
29, 29. These numbers Caesar*changed 
to 31 and 30 alternately, v/ith the ex- 
ception of February, which was 
to 


have 29 in ordinary years and 30 in 
leap years. In honor o£ himself 
he 


changed to July the name of the month 
that followed June. 
The pontiffs in 


applying the Julian ' calendar went 
wrong by inserting leap years every 
three years instead of every four years, 
and this continued until the year now 
called S B. 0., when the Emperor Au- 
gustus ordained there should be no 
leap year for twelve years, which made 
leap year occur in 4 A. D. At the same 
time Augustus gave his own name to 
the month following July, adding one 
day to it, which be took away from 
February.

Improvemeut in Our Army. 


Within the past'7few years the per- 


sonnel and the morale of the United 
States array have improved to a re- 
markable degree, says the 
Forum. 


Compared with the conditions which 
existed 
twenty-five years 
ago 
the 


change Is almost marvelous. One need 
onjy to go back to the "S0s,"~-for in- 
stance, to recall the laxity which at- 
tended enlistments. The recruit who 
easily entered through the front door 
made bis exit from the army with 
equal smoothness; 
the result being 


that, for a time, the desertions out- 
numbered the enlistments and became 
a national disgrace. The necessity for 
reform was evident and this reform 
very properly began with a closer scru- 
tiny of the men who 
offered 
them- 


selves for military service. As the 
years have gone by the gantlet which 
the applicants have beer, farced to run 
has been made more and more severe 
until last year only about three men 
were accepted to every ten rejected; 
or, to be exact, while 29,521 recruit? 
were obtained, 98,277 applicants were 
rejected as lacking in legal, mental, 
moral or physical recmirements. 


In the first place, It is worth while 


to emphasize the fact that the army 
of the United States Is American in 
every sense of the word. It Is a legal 
requirement that the accepted soldier 
shall be a citizen ot the United States, 
or shall have declared his intention to 
become a citizen. So well is this fact 
known, that although nearly 130,000 
men presented themselves to the re- 
cruiting officers last year, about 5,000 
only were aliens, and these were, of 
course, promptly rejected. Of the 29,521 
accepted applicants, 24,490 were na- 
tive-born "and 5,031 of foreign birth. 
These figures afford pleasing evidence 
of the fact that the American youth 
does not regard the army with aver- 
sion. 
So long as this percentage of 


native blood is annually injected into 
the army there will be no lack of en- 
thusiastic and noble devotion to the 
country's flag or of heroic defense of 
the national honor, whenever the lat- 
ter is assailed.

This sugar (glycpgen) 
cannot be imitated by the most clever 
chemist, and it is eureMly saved in 
the body so as to compensate for any 
deficiency In the supply of the ordinary 
kind. Whether we consider the liver 
as a filter or a soap-boiler, or an.apoth- 
ecary or a sugar-maker, we find it 
doing each,kind of work .as though that 
one were its sole care. 


BLASTING WITH STEAM, 


To Be Generated In * Cartridge by 


Electricity. 


H. Schaw, an English engineer, sug- 


gests high pressure steam instead of 
inflammable explosives to blow out 
coal or ore in mines. Briefly the sug- 
gestion is that a cartridge of pure wat- 
er lodged in a shot-hole should be 
converted into steam at a pressure of 
about 150 pounds per square inch by 
means of electricity of low tension.the 
cartridge or boiler to be made of such 
strength that it would burst at about 
this pressure, when the force set at 
liberty would break down the coal. 
Mr. Schaw made an experiment to as- 
certain whether It would be possible 
to boil water by the heat produced by 
a current of electricity passing through 
a platinum wire similar to that used 
for firing mines immersed In water, 
and found that It was successful. Mr. 
Schaw is of opinion that at the mo- 
ment when the boiler bursts the wire 
will I'use and tho electric circuit will 
be broken, and no risk of Ignition of 
flre-damp or coal dust 
will remain 


from the heated wire. But the'main 
question Is, Would this force be suffi- 
cient i 
Tt Is. r<t conrtw. yerv much In- 


ferior to the expansive force of gun- 
powder, or o ntr explosive. Mr. Schaw 
continues: 
."Under the supposition, 


however, that the force so developed 
would be sufficient to break down the 
undercut coal in a mine, the writer 
thinks that the practical working of 
the proposed method would present no 
great difficulties, and that it would be 
perfectly safe in any .coal mine; and 
this Is its^only recommendation, for it 
certainly would be mare expensive and 
troublecome than the usual , methods 
of blasting. As an approximation, the 
writer would observe that a water car- 
tridge 1% inches in diameter and 3% 
inches in length, to be used in a two- 
inch blast hole, would hold about 8.4 
cubic inches of water. It wouW be 
converted into high pressure steam 
and burst the cartridge in about 1% 
minutes' wltli t£s electric power "the 
writer suggests, and would thus exert 
a sudden force of about one and one-. 
third tons.

He 
describes In detail the departure of the 
fleet from Santiago de Cuba. aiu< by 
means of his diary is able to give a dally 
report of the doings of the besetted city. 
Thc book. which is dedicated 'to the mem- 
ory of the heroes -who died, victim* of 
their duty, at Santiago de Cuba." was 
written with the sole hope of showing 
to Spain th« manner in which her soldier* 
fought and died for their flag. 


The story which Lieut. Tejeiro relates Is 
one of Spanish neglect and bravery, gay* 
the New York Herald. He points out— 
not, however, for the first tline--the true 
condition ot Cervera's fleet. He tells 
how tlie coal bunkers were nearly all 
empty, how the majority of the jjuns on 
the ship- were useless, and how even the 
ammunition with which the men were 
supposed to defend their flag was nearly 
all damaged. 


All on board the doomed fleet knew the 
exact condition of affairs, yet they went 
without a murmur to their deatli. The 
gallant manner in which they did this 
more than justifies 
Lieut. Tejeiro in 


claiming July 3 as a glorious day for 
SpaM. Lieut. Tejeiro's diary contains 
every movement of the fleet upon its de- 
partuje from Santiago de Cuba and Its 
entering. into combat.
